Hi Kim, I know I was not on the recent call you all had, but we did have an opportunity to discuss 
this amazing gesture by Netflix at a meeting last week. 


I would encourage you to not focus on the Walk of Fame for a variety of reasons. First, the BID 
has accepted responsibility for cleaning - and, in fact, we are in the midst of negotiating a new 
service contract with a new vendor who will start up Jan 1,2019 and make sidewalk cleanliness a 
top priority. It will be redundant to have volunteers cleaning the Walk of Fame - as our 
pressure washing crews will be doing this during the middle of the night 2-3 times a week. 


That said, there are a lot of sidewalks in Hollywood - many of them outside of the BID - which 
don’t get any attention. These are sidewalks that are filled with weeds and litter. Candidates 
would be Sunset Blvd heading east from the 101 freeway. All of Western Avenue. Sunset Blvd 
heading west of Cherokee. 


One project that would be helpful - but would require city approval - would be to repaint all the red 
curbs (both in the BID and outside of the BID). Most are very faded right now. That can be done 
with brush and roller - and perhaps if the commitment was to adhere to exactly where the red 
curbs are now, the city would grant permission. 


Another project would be to tackle the drab utility boxes in Hollywood - they could be cleaned and 
painted - and the city is generally very supportive of this. Perhaps you could identify an artist who 
would help with some simple design templates and the city would grant permission to do the 
painting. 


Not sure if your budget allows for hiring a landscape consultant but there are two ideas. First, - if 
you have the capability of doing landscaping - would be to replant the LaBrea/Hollywood “4 ladies” 
median with drought resistant plants. A second would be to replant empty tree wells throughout 
Hollywood - that would require canvassing to see where they are, identifying the appropriate tree 
and then having the tools to do so. 


I know you have 500 volunteers - which is a large number to deploy all at one time. I trust you will 
be able to break them up into smaller groups over several days, as it may be hard for such an 
army to descend upon the neighborhood. 




I hope these are a couple of useful ideas. I know they require some coordination and in some 
cases supplies and permission from the city. This is a good time to have this conversation.
